Mother Wires That She 
Will Come to Atlanta at 
Once From Her Home in 
Louisville to Make an In- 
vestigation. 


The body of the young woman found 
Saturday night at the’mouth of a sew- 
er in a secluded ravine in Piedmont 
park is believed to be Olife 
Macey, a girl of 22, who disappeared 
August 11. 


The girl is believed bave been de- 
coyed from her home ~ Bedford 
place and foully dealt with. Her 


mother, Mrs. F. C. Perkins, of Louls« 
ville, wired the foster-mother of the 
missing young woman that she would 
leave Monday for Atlanta to investi- 
gate the disappearance. Detectives from 
police headquarters are already work- 
ing on the theory that the slain woman 
is the vanished Miss Macey. 

There were many developments Sun- 
day in connection with the discovery 
of the body. At least two strange dis- 
appeasyances were brought to the of- 
ficial notice of the police by grieving 
relatives who feared the victim was a 
missing member of their family. Be- 
side the Macey girl, Mrs. Salllfe Myers 
reported the mysterious disappearance 
three weeks ago of Mrs. Lillie Garner, 
a young widow of 76 Hampton street. 

Not Body of Widow. 

It is not believed, however, eince an 
investigation, that the body is that of 
the missing widow. She vanished from 
home during the early part of this 
month without a word of warning, and 
with no obvious motive. Her household 
goods and effects remain dat the *Hamp- 
ton street address. Her baby girl has 
been sent to relatives in Alabama. 

Mrs. L. M: Macey, of 73 Bedford 
place, foster-mother of the Macey girl, 
has practically identified the gold bar 
pin found clasped in the garment but- 
toned around the body as an ornament 
possessed by her mising daughter. 
Other marks of identification have been 
established by the mother, including a 
scar upon the forehead just above the 
left eye, which is barely discernible in 
the body’s present state. 

The police and detectives are investi- 
gating with great concern the theory 
that the body was thrown into a sewer 
manhole somewhere along the city’s 
streets, and that it was washed through 
the main passages by the excessive rain 
drainage of the past two weeks. The 
body was found in the center of the 
stream that forms the outlet of the 
Butler street sewer, which traverses 
the ravine in the rear of Piedmont lake,

APIA SURRENDERS 
IO BRITISH FORCE 


Capital of German Part of 

the Samoan Islands Cap- 
tured by Troops From New 
Zealand.

London, August 80.—(7:20 p. m.)— 
The official ‘nformation bureau an- 
nounces that Apia, a seaport of Upola, 
Samoan tslands, and capital of the 
German part of the group, surrendered 
on the morning of August 29 to a Brit- 
ish force from New Zealand. 


Germany's Samoaa territory has been 
considered her most strategic posses- 
sion in the Pacific following the dis- 
solution of the agreement of 1889 by 
which the United States, Germany and 
Great Britain joined in guaranteeing! 
the neutrality and independence of the 
Samoan group, a treaty of partition 
was signed in Washington in 1899. 

By this treaty all three powers, con- 
tinued to enjoy equality of commerce, 
but Great Britain’s territorial claims 
were extinguished and the islands were 
divided between the United States and 
Germany. Meridian 171 degrees west 
was recognized as the dividing line. 
The two greatest islands, Upola ané 
Savaii, with some smaller members of 
the group, passed to Germany, and 
Tutulla and others came under Ameri- 
can control. 

Tutuila is considered the strategic 
territory of the group. At Pago, a 
splendid land-locked harbor, the United 
States has a naval and coaling station. 

Apia, seized by the British, the com- 
mercial metropolis of the group, con- 
tains fine churches, schools and resi- 
dences and is the seat of the training 
college of the London Missionary so- 
ciety. Robert Louis Stevenson, the 
novelist, made his home on Upolu for 
the last years of his life and was 
buried on one of the mountains. 

When Japan entered the European 
conflict by her declaration of war on 
Germany and before her explicit decla- 
ration that her operations would be 
confined to the China sea, the appre- 
hension that she might seize German 
Samoa, and thus gain a foothold be- 
tween Hawaii and her own coast, gave 
rise to much speculation regarding 
Washington's attitude in such an event- 
uality.

CREDIT FOR WAR RULES 
BELONGS TO AMERICA 


(From The Indlanapolis News.) 

For the basis of conventions of 
war which will govern the internation- 
al conflict in Europe, credit belongs to 
America, Lincoln's famous “General 
Orders No. 100,” posted in the federal 
army in 1862, was the first formal codi- 
fication of the vague rules which pre- 
viously had been tacitly accepted, but 
not always observed. The Lin- 
coln code, strangely enough, was drawn 
up by Francis Lieber, who, as his 
name might imply, was a German- 
American citizen. By its terms, sim- 
Ply stated and promulgated as a mil- 
itary order, federal officers were found 
to observe and to protect the rights, 
the lives and, to a great extent, tbe 
property of non-belligerents. 

When the civil war was ended this 
codification became the foundation on 
which the international convention of 
the, Brussels conference in 1874, and 
the subsequent Hague conferences, 
promulgated what are now called the 
rules governing modern warfare. From 
time to time, later, these rules were 
further modified and new rules were 
added as changing conditions and im- 
proved armanent suggested 
make war horrible, to be sure, 
but they rid it, at best, of only a small 
measure of its terror and its dreadful 
results.

If Japan decides to ae the present 
European war the effect upon its in- 
ternal affairs will be deplorable. The 
Flowery Kingdom has lately been go- 
ing through a readjustment which has 
meant a change of national ideals.

The Mitsui arma- 
ment firm, the Krupps of Japan, which 
had been tnsistent that the government 
purchase war supplies, has practically 
been out of business. The Japanese, 
instead of yielding to the demands of

The lower asses of the Japanese 
are suffering from a poverty that can- 
not be duplicated in Europe. An 
Osaka newspaper, after describing the 
hovels in which the poor live, declares 
that the food they’ eat consists of the 
refuse thrown away by garrisons, 
steamships and restaurants. “All this 
misery,” says Professor Isoo, of To- 
kio, “is the result of militarism and 
the taxation consequent upon mili- 
tatism.” 

With its mevenues pledged to meet 
the-interest of existing loans and with 
direst poverty afflicting its people, 
Japan has reason to fear the awful 
after effects of another war. Its par- 
ticipation may be rewarded with mili- 
tary and naval victories, but the in- 
telligent Japanese is looking beyond 
to industrial defeats and tke pangs of 
general poverty during the preceding 
years.

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MIGHT HAVE BEEN READY. 

The south might have been ready for the 
present cotton crisis, if it had followed a 
plan suggested at the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Congress in September, 1911, by 
Charles J. Haden, of Atlanta, who was 
chairman of the legislative committee of 
that organization and who proposed a bond- 
ed warehouse system for the cotton states 
to which the cotton congress gave its 
unanimous indorsement. 

Almost as if with gifted foresight, the 
congress saw the prospective need for such 
an institution and urged that state govern- 
ments take hold of it, not. with a particular 
view to possible wars, but in order to pro 
vide a certain and satisfactory system of 
financing the cottom crop every year. 

Scarcely a year passes but the question 
of financing the cotton crop is a subject of 
much discussion and activity. The problem 
* bas always been solved with such compara- 
tive ease, except in years of extraordinary 
that few have ever thought 


depression, 


seriously of the fact that a time would. 


come when the temporary absence of a de- 
mand due to artificial causes would threaten 
almost the entire nation with commercial 
depression. 

The primary element in the problem as 
it has been brought up by the European 
war is the organization of an adequate 
system of bonded warehouses to take care 
of the crop and give to it absolute safety 
for advances such as the farmer must have 
to meet his obligations and provide himself 
with the necessaries of life. If the south 
had such a system today the solution would 
have been at hand. @otton could have been 
placed immediately from the farm in these 
bonded warehouses and properly insured, 
and the warehouse receipts would have 
been practically the equivalent of cash, as 
is the cotton itself in ordinary times of 
unhampered. trade. 

The plan of the Southern Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Congress, as prepared® by Mr. Haden, 
proposed state supervision of warehouses 
constructed in accordance with specifica- 
tions laid down by the legislatures of-the 
respective states, under such rules and 
regulations as would have made their 
safety absolute. There was no design to 
put any additional burden or expense upon 
the state, but simply to provide that the 
state should give its indorsement to a cer- 
tain plan of construction and a specified 
system of warehousing, wherever in the 
state it was desired to adopt such a plan, 
thereby giving state backing to the receipts 
from such warehouse, vastly improving their 
quality as collateral for loans and making 
them, in effect, the next thing to legal 
tender. 

If this proposal had been pressed and 
adopted by the cotton growing states or a 
considerable number of them, the south 
would have been prepared today to take 
care of the new crop practically without 
assistance from any outside sources what- 
soever; at least with no more than is re 
quired for financing the crop in ordinary 
seasons. 

It is this very question of proper ware- 
housing that is standing in the way now 
of government advances to take care of 
cotton until it is called for. There is no 
question as to its value; there is no doubt 
that every bale of it will be needed, and 
more, in order to supply the world’s ulti- 
mate demands. It is a question solely of 
making tue security absolutely secure. 

If we had in operation today this system 
of warehouses proposed by the Cotton 
Growers’ Congress, three years ago, the 
southern cotton planter, the merchant and 
the ban¥er would not have suffered a mo- 
ment’s worry from the situation created by 
the European conflict 


Whether Germany wins or loses in her 
land operations against the combined 
armies of France, England and Russia, she 
will lose immeasurably upon the sea, as the 
result of the present conflict, and to an 
extent from which she will not be able to 
recover in many years. 

With the German fleet effectively bot- 
tled up as the result of England’s naval 
superiority, and with German commerce at 
a standstill for the lack of a fleet to protect 
it, England has already begun to snatch 
Germany's oversea trade away from her 
and is laying plans to get permanent hold 
upon it. German and Austrian patents have 
been suspended in England and maufactur- 
ers given the privilege of using them. 
English chemists have taken steps to cap- 
ture the extensive German drug trade. 
English boards of trade and all commercial 
bodies are urging the manufacturers of 
that country in every line to put forward 
all possible effort to get and keep the vast 
trade which Germany has enjoyed not only 
close to home but across the seas. 

With the German fleet powerless while 
English cruisers patrol the seas, protecting 
her Own commerce as well as that of the 
allies, England is seizing upon the magnifi- 
cent opportunity which will mean Germany’s 
almost irreparable loss of the very thing 
she is fighting for, whether she wins or 
loses on land. After all, it is commerce by 
which the supremacy of nations is gauged, 
and if Germany loses that, she cannot hope 
to recover it in years, while some of it she 
may never get back. 

While England is preparing to capture 
a large share of this German over-sea trade, 
there is even more reason why neutral na- 
tions and, most of all, the United States, 
should go after it. Hampered as England 
is by the conflict into which she has been 
plunged in common with all the leading 
European nations, she has not overlooked 
the main chance, that of getting for her- 
self the one big prize of the war—her 
enemy’s foreign trade. 

Almost from the beginning of the war 
this splendid opportunity for the extension 
of foreign trade has been pointed out to 
the American manufacturer. But he must 
act and act quickly if he hopes to get and 
hold a substantial share of this commerce. 
Even while plunged into what may prove 
the most disastrous war of history, Eng- 
land ig taking no chances on delay. 

Why should we let the opportunity slip? 


AN APT ILLUSTRATION. 


In regard to present war conditions in 
Europe attention is called to an ap* illus- 
tration of the cause once made by Bis- 
marck in a casual conversation: 


“The political relations between two great 
states may be compared to the position of 
two travelers in a lonely forest who do not 
know each other and neither of whom quite 
trusts the other. If the one puts his hand in 
his pocket, the other cocks his revolver, and 
if he hears the first one’s hammer click. he 
at once fires."

The advice will 
not go with the war-taxed poor—to those 
who have fathers, sons and brothers in the 
dangers of war—the humble citizenry of the 
country, taken from the protection of their 
homes, perhaps to fill death-pits on battle- 
fields. Their troubles cannot be danced 
down! 


AMATEUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


Some of the American tourists in Europe 
who are in the can’t-get-away class are de- 
veloping into pretty good war correspond- 
ents. 

Their domestic communications contain 
interesting — frequently heartrending — ac- 
counts of the results of war; and they are 
authentic.

Forty-four years ago, on the 30th of 
July, a shot’ was fired which probably 
proved the most costly shot in history, for 
it cost those who fired it $1,977,000,000 and 
the loss of 56,600 square miles of territory. 
The stirring events of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, which helped to terminate within 
six months a struggle that ended gloriously 
for American manhood and freedom, help to 
recall the momentous campaign of 1870-71, 
which threatened the destiny of France; 
caused the downfall of her empire; brought 
about the investment df her capital, and 
which ended in the entry of her triumphant 
enemy, the king of Prussia, into Paris. It 
carried into oaptivity an emperor whose 
reign was an era of splendor and corrup- 
tion, thinly disguised by an air of general 
financial prosperity, and who had _ sur- 
rounded himself with many a carpet knight. 

When Bismarck, the man of “blood and 
lron,” uttered his flat on the night of that 
eventful day when a white tablecloth flut- 
tered over the citadel of Sedan, proclaiming 
a truce, there was nothing left for Napoleon 
the Little and the Last to do but to sur- 
render his army. In every German camp 
that night there rose and fell on the early 
autumn air the sound of Luther’s hymn. It 
was the rejoicing of the Sons of the Father- 
land who had risked their lives for United 
Germany: “Ein fester burg ist unser Gott’ 
~—-A mighty fo@tress is our God. 

Due to Napoleon III.’s intense jealousy of 
the increased prestige of Prussia after her 
Successful campaigns against Denmark in 
1864 and Austria in 1866, the Franco- 
Prussian war was the undoing of its insti- 
gator, and hurled him from the pinnacle of 
power on which his coup d'etat of Novem- 
ber, 1852, had placed him. 

Ambition Overreaching Itself. 

Probably history has never afforded a 
better example of ambition overréaching it- 
self. Impetuosity of French character is 
seen through all the events which led to 
the declaration of war. Among the great 
Statesmen of that time Louis Adolphe 
Thiers alone had the courage to denounce 
the belligerent attitude of the French par- 
lilament. 

Shortly after his surrender, on the 2d of 
september, at Sedan, the French emperor is 
said to have told Count Bismarck that he 
was driven into the war by public clamor. 
But it ig certain that he fanned the flames 
into a fire, for the energetic efforts of the 
British government to avoid the struggle, 
had he seriously considered them, would 
have prevented it, and France would not 
have been poorer by the loss of two fertile 
provinces, and nearly $2,000,000,000. 

“The greatest national crime that we 
have had the pain of recording since the 
days of the French revolution has been 
consummated. War is declared—an unjust, 
but premeditated war.’ Thus did The Lon- 
on Times announce that the emperor of the 
French had declared war against the king 
of Prussia. 

How greatly Napoleon 
ceived as to the efficiency and readiness of 
his army is a matter of history. Never 
in the annals of warfare was a struggle 80 
brief, terrible and decisive. The result of this 
momentous event revealed to the world the 
superiority of the Prussian arms, which had 
been considered hitherto inferior to those 
of her rival. In six short months the utter 
weakness and demoralization of the French 
army as a fighting machine were more than 
established. 

We, in

France, for at that time I was 
living in the emperor's dominions, were im- 
pressed with an idea that though the war 
would be long and bitter, yet, as in the days 
of the great Napoleon, the French arms 
would eventually triumph. Alas, how soon 
our hopes were shattered, and how quickly 
we, as civilians, found it necessary to re- 
treat from the advancing victorious Prus- 
sians, of whose reported cruelty we were 
in fear. 

In the systematic campaign that ended 
so gloriously for Germany nothing had been 
left to chance. Working on a preconceived 
plan, the advance of the troops of the fa- 
therland was orderly and effective; it seemed 
as though some gigantic sham fight was 
being held, with France. as the parade- 
ground. How different with the French, 
where those in command, from the emperor 
down, all acted impulsively—with bravery, 
but only with that bravery which is born 
of desperation. 

Explains Plan ef Invasion. 

When Napoleon joined his army on July 
28, 1870. he explained his plan of the in- 
vasion of German territory. It was his in- 
tention to cross the KRhine at Maxau, his 
aim being to divide the German states by 
thrusting his troops between them, thus 
hoping to force the neutrality of the south. 
But he had not calculated on’the uprising of 
the united fatherland to repel the foe. 
Overconfidence in the efficiency of his 
troops and his commissariat had caused him 
to neglect them. He had made no allow- 
ances for reverses of fortune, and when 
these came lacked both the nerve and abil- 
ity to cope with them. His plan miscar- 
ried, and he was defeated in every great 
battle, and in every siege his arms were 
compelled to surrender.

The first shot was fired on the 30th 
of July, ©1870, when the French troops, 
crossing the frontier, attacked Saarbruck, a 
town in Rhenish Prussia, near Treves, but 
were driven back. On August 2 the first 
general engagement took place. About noon 
on that day General Frossard, in the pres- 
ence of the French emperor and the prince 
imperial, bombarded Saarbruck, succeeded 
in dislodging the Prussians, and captured 
the town, which he immediately occupied. 
Here, for the first time, the mitrailleuse 
machine gun, that dread engine of warfare 
with its dry, shrieking, terrible sound, was 
used. 

Telegraphing the news of the capture of 
Saarbruck to the empress, Napoleon wrote 
of his son, whose baptism of fire he had 
witnessed: “Louis has gone through his 
baptism of fire. He was not in the least 
startled. He stood in the foremost rank, 
and the bullets dropped at our feet. Louis 
picked up one that fell near him. His. bear- 
ing was such as to draw tears from the 
troopers’ eyes.” This was the lad who lost 
his life fighting for England against the 
Zulus. 

After a bloody battle at the village of 
Spicheren, the Prussians, under General von 
Steinmetz, recaptured Saarbruck, and the 
French, who, though at first far outnumber- 
ed their opponents, lost General Frossard 
and almost all the Second army corps, fell 
back on Metz. Reporting this reverse, the 
emperor telegraphed, “Tout peut se re- 
tablir.’—All may yet be recovered. 

Paris had barely recovered from its de- 
lirium of joy over the capture of Saarbruck 
than this cautious but portentous dispatch 
prepared it for the truth—the invincible 
French army had been defeated. 

During ayy el absence at the front, 
the Empress Eugenie directed the affairs of 
state at the capital, and, contrary to all 
expectation, in ignorance of the movements 
of the Prussian forces, she ordered Marshal 
MacMahon to march to the Belgian frontier, 
to attack the Prussians on the flank, hoping 
thus to relieve Marshal Bazaine, who ,had 
assumed command before Metz. Thereafter 
Napoleon was but a tool in the hands of 
his wife. France had entrusted her fate to 
a woman—the empress was commander-in- 
chief. 

Crown Prince’s Splendid Victory. 


But the First army corps, under Mac- 
Mahon, had fared worse than the Third un- 
der Bazaime, and was in no condition to 
respond to the orders of the court. The 
Crown Prince of Prussia, crossi the Lau- 
ter, with 40,000 men, stormed the French 
lines at Wissembourg, and, driving in Mac- 
Mahon's outposts, gained a brilliant victory, 
capturing over 500 prisoners. Taking ad- 
vantage of his success, he pushed forward, 
surprised the First, Fifth and Sixth army 
corps at Worth, and after a stubbornly- 
fought engagement, lasting seven hours, 
won the day. The flercest fighting occurred 
sroune Reichshoffen, and in the village of 
Froeschweiller. The repeated charges of the 
French Cuirassiers was the one great fea- 
ture in the defense of Riechshoffen. Eléven 
times they charged the German line, each 
time breaking it, but always finding serried 
ranks ready to meet their renewed efforts. 
Seldom in the history of warfare has the 
valor which the French cavalry displayed 
on this day been equaled. Had the infantr 
fought as desperately, the ridge on whic 
the city of Worth stands, which was eventu- 
ally captured, might not have fallen: but 
the Germans, again outflanking the French, 
compelled them to retreat.

n 
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nihilated, he himself, being wounded and 
unhorsed, ran the risk of capture by falling 
into a ditch from which he was rescued by 
one of his troopers. On foot he directed the 
retreat toward Saverne, hoping to protect 
the passes of the Vosges mountains. 

The advancing Prussians next invested 
the fortress of Phalsburg in Alsace. This 
formidable defense, built by Sebastian Vau- 
ban, the capturer of Namur, which had 
checked the progress of the victorious allies 
in 1814 and again in 1815, held out five 
months; then, in the face of starvation, sur- 
rendered unconditionally. 

Following closely on the investment of 
Phalsburg came the siege of Strassburg, then 
under the command of General: Uhrich. Here 
the Badenese were detained to carry on the 
work of subjugation, which they effected 
by continuous bombardment. On the 14th 
of August this bombardment commenced. On 
the 16th General Uhrich made a brilliant but 
ineffective sally, and the bombardment con- 
tinued with intensity. Summoned to sur- 
render and spare the city, Uhrich replied he 
would do so only on a heap of ashes, but 
after a brilliant defense, and only when a 
breach was made and a general assault im- 
pended (September 27), the white flag flut- 
tered from the citadel. Here the French 
lost almost an entire army, upward of 18,000 
officers and men laying down their arms. 

Considerable damage was done to the 
town, the library suffering most of all. Over 
five hundred houses were destroyed, and 
the grand old cathedral, with its fine astro- 
nomical clock, was greatly injured. 


Series of Brilliant Battles. 

Following up this success came a series 
of brilliant battles before Metz in which the 
French officers, who fought every inch of 
their ground stubbornly, suffered defeat. On 
the 14th of August the Prussian First army 
corps, under General von Steinmetz, ad- 
vanced on Courcelles, which it carried after 
Bevere fighting. 

For his part in the operations before 
Metz, Bazaine was blamed for not taking 
the offensive, and censured by headquarters 
for inaction. But the censure was ill de- 
served, for the marshal was massing his 
troops for a supreme effort, when Prince 
Frederick Charles. of Prussia, with the 
Second army corps, fell upon him at Vion- 
ville. In -the battle which followed, the 
fighting was desperate. Indeed, it is said, 
that this engagement was the most bloody 
of the war. At the outset, the French 
claimed it as a victory, and at one time dur- 
ing the twelve hours of fighting they gain- 
ed a distinct advantage by masking a bat- 
tery of mitrailleuses, which opened a sud- 
den and deadly.fire on the Prussian prince 
and his staff. But the advantage was not 
maintained, for, at @ gre sacrifice, the 
battery was captured by a cavalry charge. 

Without giving Bazaine time to collect 
the remnants of his troops, King William, 
with the First and Second army corps now 
combined, continued to fight at Rezonville 
and Gravelotte, where the French made a 
desperate stand. The slopes of Gravelotte 
were won only after repeated charges, for 
thelr defense was so stubborn that the for- 
tunes of the day were long in the balance, 
but the French right being outflanked, fell 
back in good order under the walls of Metz. 
Bazaine was now completely isolated in 
Metz. and MacMahon, then at Reims, strove 
in vain to march to his relief, but the crown 
prince set out in pursuit, and marching on 
Chalons, which he occupied, prevented the 
junction. The French army retreating 
northward, now numbering about 150,000 
men, Was accompanied by the emperor. 
Bazaine, trving to escape from Metz, was 
repeatedly driven back. His efforts to join 
MacMahon were futile, and the latter, being 
hotly pursued, left him to his fate. On the 
Tth of October. with 40,000 men, Bazaine 
surprised the Germans, but, after a severe 
engagement, was again compelled to retire, 
and later, to surrender. 

Entering Carignan, a small 
twelve milea from Sedan, the Prussians at- 
tacked MacMahon’s retreating army on the 
plain of Douzy, where it had turned to make 
a stand. and, after a long and doggedly- 
contested engagement, drove it back to 
Sedan, and here was fought the Wattle 
which decided forever the fate of the fast- 
crumbling empire. 

Did Not Give Up Hope. 

With Napoleon III. and MacMahon 
head of 150,000 men in Sedan and 
crown prince of Prussia, and 
crown prince of Saxony, with .250,000 men 
surrounding it, the chances of escape were 
slight: yet the French did not give up hope, 
and they fought a series of desperate en- 
gagements between the 9th of August and 
the 2d of September. The Germans were 
slowly closing in around them, and on the 
lst of September gave them battle with 
simultaneous, attacks on their right and left. 
Driven almost to despair by their position, 
the French soldiers fought with fierceness 
and fury for a lost cause. Holding the 
heights around Sedan, the Germans poured 
in an ineessant artillery fire on the town 
and its defenders. To the masterly handling 
of this artillery, the French emperor at- 
tributed his defeat. Heart-sick and desper- 
ate, he stood for hours during the battle 
exposed to the heaviest German fire, fully 
satisfied that further resistance would be 
hopeless. At one time his officers determined 
to attempt to break through the artillery 
cordon with 2,000 men, in the hope of sav- 
ing him, but he refused to make the 
sacrifice. ; 

The hill of Marfee, from which the Ger- 
mans watched the death throes of the 
French army, showed a commanding group. 
The old kaiser, in his prime then, a king 
every inch, with his spiked helmet, white 
moustache and white whiskers, “the man 
of blood and iron,’ Bismarck, the ruddy 
welder of the great confederation and the 
statesman among the warriors; the lean, 
gaunt Von Moltke, with every sinew of 
steel, the man to whom war was one terri- 
ble play, the wolf of the German lions; and 
last, the special war commissioner from the 
lnited States, “Little Phil” Sheridan, the 
hero of our civil war, whose eagle eye fol- 
lowed every move of the battle, and who 
cried out, as the last charge of the gallant 
Frenchmen failed, “It is all over with the 
French now!” 

About 4 o’clock the Germans were mas- 
ters of the field, the main part of the French 
army having retired into Sedan, from whose 
citadel, shortly after, wenc up the white 
flag of surrender. 

On the following day Napoleon wrote a 
short autograph letter to the king of 
Prussia: 

“Sire, My Brother: Not having been al- 
lowed to die in the midst of my troops, all 
that is left for me to do is to place my 
sword into your majesty’s hands. 

“NAPOLEON.” 

With the surrender of the fortress 83,000 
men laid down their arms, 25,000 in addi- 
tion having been captured during the fight- 
ing. With them 70 mitrailleuses, 400 field 
guns and 160 fortress guns were given up. 
Three thousand men escaped into Belgium 
and laid down their arms.

Bismarck Settles Political Questions. 


Then to Von Moltke he gave full power 
to dictate terms and directed Bismarck to 
settle all political questions. De Wimpffen 
c@ame to represent France. The terms de- 
manded were unconditional surrender. On 
hearing this, Napoleon determined to at- 
tempt intercession with the king. He left 
Sedan at 65 o'clock in the morning and 
alighted on the roadside near Donchery. 
Here Bismarck met him, cap in hand, and 
under ‘the walls of a little house by the 
wayside the two conferred about an hour. 
Napoleon's efforts to get more favorable 
terms were useless. Bismarck declined to 
discuss the matter, and during the interview 
received word from Von Moltke that the 
fallen emperor would see the king only 
after the meg had been ‘signed. This 
‘dissipated all hopes of milder terms. Soon 
after, De Wimpffen was met by Von Moltke, 
bearing the articles of capitulation, which 
were eventually signed. his paper was 
then taken to King William, who immedi- 
ately on its receipt set out to call upon 
the emperor. ‘‘We were both,” said the king 
in his letter to his wife, “deeply moved at 
thus meeting again. What I felt, having 
seen Napoleon three years ago in the very 
summit of his power, I cannot describe.” 

Four days after these events, Napoleon III, 
eamperor in name only, now a prisoner of 
war, was lodged at Wilhelmshohe, a castle 
near Cassel,, to be detained until the 
termination of the war. 

But how was the surrender of Mac- 
Mahon’s army received in Paris? On the 
night preceding the ominous 4th of Septem- 
ber, vague rumors of impending disaster 
were afloat; but the bulk of Paris went to 
bed that night in blissful ignorance of the 
catastrophe which had befallen France. On 
the following morning the Place de la Con- 
corde fairly glittered with bayonets, and 
the French realized that something out of 
the or was about to take place.

It is an interesting fact in the present 
crisis that confronts the cotton growers of 
the south that plans were outlined and sug- 
gested for a chain. of bonded warehouses 


of: the Southern Cotton Growers’ congress 
held in Montgomery, Ala. September 135, 
1911, or nearly three years ago. 

if the plans suggested at that meeting 
as the result of resolutions introduced by 
Charles J. Haden, of Atlanta, and uwunani- 
mously passed by the convention, had been 
carried out the much needed bonded ware- 
housing system would have been ready to- 
day to take care of the crop in the extraor- 
dinary crisis brought on by the European 
war 
, The plan suggested by Mr. Haden, who 
is now president of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce and who has always taken 
great interest in southern agricultural pros- 
perity, contemplated such state supervision 
of this chain of bonded warehouses as would 
have afforded absolute protection and made 
the cotton warehouse receipt good collateral 
almost anywhere in the world. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. Haden 
and passed unanimously by the Southern 
Cotton Growers’ congress were as follows:

“Resolved, That the legislatures of the

“First. That any person, firm or corpora-

NATIONAL PROHIBITION 
AND SUFFRAGE OPPOSED 


Washington, August 30.—‘“I shall 
resolutely oppose all propositions look- 
ing to national prohibition and woman 
suffrage,’’ declares a statement issued 
today by Representative Robert L. 
Henry, of Texas, chairman of the house 
rules committee, before which the fight 
on each of these measures is pending. 

“It is not possible to draw an amend- 
ment providing for national prohibi- 
tion that I am willing to support.” 
Representative Henry’s statement was 
issued in connection with a letter ad- 
dressed to Dr . Gambrell, of Dal- 
las, head of Anti-Saloon 
league, who asked Henry to say 
whether a proposal national pro- 
hibition could be so framed as to win 
his support In his letter, Mr. Henry 
~oints out that with the passage of the 
Vebb bill the question of shipment of 
liquor into prohibition territory was 
remanded to the jurisdiction of the 
several states. 

“We now are asked,” 
“to reverse our course and surrender 
the police powers of the sovereign 
states to absolute federal contro! 

With four of the eleven members 
of the rules committee openly opposed 
to a constitutional amendment for 
woman suffrage, two others probably 
against tt and four in favor, it is re- 
garded as improbable that a special 
rule under which the matter can be 
brought up will be obtained during the 
present or the December session of 
congress.

‘Put your Christianity into your bis- 


ble. Good cooking promotes temper- 
ance, Put your religion into your 
housekeeping, and make your home 
sweet, clean and attractive. Well-kept 
hemes area means of racial uplift.” 
Thus spoke Rev. H. H. Proctor in that 
portion of his sermon addressed to 
women at the First Congregational 


church, colored, yesterday morning 
when he spoke on “Christianity as a 
Power for Daily Living.” 

“According to Professor Work, of 
Tuskegee,” he said, referring to the 
sanitary condition of the race, “8,360 
negroes of Atlanta are sick all the 
time. This means a net loss in earn- 
ings for a year of $420,000. This costs 
in doctors’ bills $672,000 annually. This 
results in 1,494 deaths, with a funeral 
expense of $89,000. It is estimated that 
the economic value of the lives that 
could have been saved is $1,100,000. 
All this means a loss to the city of 
Atlanta of $2,270,000. It is also esti- 
mated that this city could save the sum 
of $1,500.00 from the sickness and déath 
of colored people through sanitary im- 
provements.”

The Newspaper Publicity Law, enact- 
ed by Congress some time ago, ought 
to be applied to many other business 
organizations. This law provides that 
all publications must file an affidavit 
with the Postmaster General setting forth 
full information concerning their own- 
ership, management, circulation, etc. A 
copy of this affidavit must be printed 
in certain designated issues of the paper, 
and a marked copy thereof filed with the 
Postmaster General. Failure to do this 
will authorize the Postmaster General 
to deny the use of the mails to the of- 
fending publication. 


This law has eliminated many news- 
paper evils, such as the paid editorial, 
the overstatement of circulation, and 
hidden ownership. All this has been at- 
tained by the simple remedy of publicity! 


A similar law applied to other or- 
ganizations would work equally well and 
would eradicate many evils, much cor- 
ruption, and mismanagement. For in- 
stance, if lahor organizations were re- 
quired to publish full information as to

Labor or- 
ganizations should not curry favor from 
legislatures and Congress any more than 
business organizations, and they have 
no right to special exemption. from anti- 
trust legislation. A labor union is 6 
form of labor trust. 


Labor unions organized for honest and 
lawful purposes are necessary and desir- 
able to hold in check encroachments of 
unjust employers, but when they invoke 
the aid of Congress for special exemp- 
tions they are merely copying unjust 
methods of other monopolies. 


Business should be required to give 
full publicity as to prices, volume of 
business, methods of operation, etc., 80 
as to give each competitor the right 
conclusions concerning their particular 
field of industry. 

We need publicity of all business or- 
ganizations to cure the evils of misman- 
agement, and we need it for labor un- 
fons, as well, to bring a stop to their 
frequent abuse and their underhand 
methods of attaining unlawful objects. 
A law which could produce such results 
would .bring capital and labor into the 
open field and their differences would be 
less, and they could be settled more 
amicably than they are now.

KAISER’S EMPIRE DREAM 
WHY EUROPE IS AT WAR 


; (From Leslie’s Weekly.) 

Whatever may be the result of this 
great conflict, or the verdict of history 
as to the responsibility of each nation 
‘n the premises, the heroic figure of the 
German emperor will loom through the 
mist of battle and his bold defiance of 
the powers must ever command the ad- 
miration of the world. Kven the great 
Corsican himself never faced such stu- 
Pendous odds, and future historians 
may say of the kaiser’s action, as they 
did of the charge at Balaklava, “It was 
not war—but it was magnificent.” 

The stakes for which he is playing 
are the union of all German peoples 
and the creation of a dominant power 
in the world. Years ago he said that 
Germany’s future lies on the sea. The 
great German empire has comparative- 
ly little seacoast. The ports of Bremen 
and Hamburg on the North sea are the 
only ones of importance in the world’s 
commerce. The Rhine, Germany’s prin- 
cipal river, empties into the sea 
through Holland, and its vast burdens 
of freight for export must be trans- 
shipped in a foreign city, Rotterdam, 
If Germany could possess itself of Hol- 
land and Belgium it would have a mag- 
nificent littoral on the North sea, and 
iy addition to the commercial suprem- 
acy that would come from the great 
ports of Rotterdam, Amsterdam and 
Antwerp, as well as several of less im- 
portance, Germany would, through 
their possession, so strengthen her 
naval position that she would have 
nothing to fear from Great Britain. 
Her present need in this respect is 
shown by the expenditure of over $50,- 
000,000 for the construction of the Kiel 
canal, principally for naval purposes. 
ft gives her a short and safe passage 
for her fleets from the Baltic to the 
North sea and affords a secure haven 
in times of war. Its construction was 
necessitated by her lack of a strong 
naval base on the North sea. ‘* 

What sea power means to a nation 
is instanced by the fact that Great 
Britain, a county comparatively insig- 
nificant in area, and not rich in nat- 
ural resources, has for centurltles held 
the balance of power in the civilized 
world through the greatness of her 
merchant marine and her navy. Even 
Holland, a couple of centuries ago, was 
a mighty power because her flag flew 
from her vessels in every part of the 
world. Germany’s quest of the sea is a 
vital part of the plans she has for fu- 
ture supremacy.

English calumnies 
beg":n right at this point when cable 
dispatches announced that the German 
emperor refused to interfere with Aus- 
tria and seemed to be inimical whether 
war was declared or not.

Real Cause of War, 


“The real cause of the war Hes far 
deeper than the murder of Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, deeper than the re- 
fusal of Servia to give satisfaction, 
deeper than the desire of Russia to pre- 
serve the integrity of the Servian na- 
tion?) The Russians, like the English, 
have an insatiable appetite for col- 
onies. Germany, with its ever-increas- 
ing number of inhabitants, its compara- 
tively limited area, needed further flelds 
for expansion. It actively went into 
extensive colonization, acquiring land 
notably in Africa to which the English 
lion feels to have the first and exclu- 
sive right. It went into the colonization 
schemes with its renowned thorough- 
ness, soon br, ts colonies, ac- 
quired by hase nquest from 
native tribes to the highest point of 
development. These colonies not only 
provided a fleld for their surplus citi- 
zens, who badly crowded each other in 
their commercial pursuits in the old 
country, but incidentally also provided 
a market for their products. 

“To successfully conduct colonieg 
necessitated a strong navy. The con- 
tinuous success of colonization, the fn- 
creased commercial activities, the avyare

Why France Went to War. 


“As to France, it is pretty well 
agreed that one factor of its determina- 
tion to go to war is that of revenge. 
It is not so much the loss of Alsace- 
Lorraine in 1871 which has prompted 
this desire. It is more me Ioss of the 
prestige France experienced by losing 
to Germany. Prior to 1870 France was 
considered by the world as a nation 
leading all others in military perfec- 
tion, culture, science and arts. The 
war of 1870 showed the world that its 
military perfection was a dream, shat- 
tered its military position, and the re- 
markable success of Germany in 
science, art and industry removed 
France from that high pedestal on 
which it so firmly believed itself rooted. 
To regain that prestige is the aim of 
France now. If Alsace-Lorraine is re- 
captured it is only of second consider- 
ation. 

“The cables are cut, no word comes 
from that country most in need now of, 
if not sympathy, at least fair play. What 
the cables when reconected will have to 
tell, no one knows. They may report of 
German victories or of German defeat, 
but one thing certain, cables, whether 
English or German, will tell of, will be

WAR PROVES AMERICA IS 
SAFE LAND FOR CAPITAL 


(From The Kansas City Journal.) 

War has added a double value to the 
thought that America should be a 
Place to inyite foreign Capital instead 
of antagonize it. Europe, hurried and 
bleeding from a thousand veins, has 
now become an unsound place for in- 
vestments. 

If our interstate commerce commis- 
sion, our legislators, the congress and 
various arbitration boards continue to 
render the United States an unsafe 
place for investment, not by war but 
by legal strangulation, then this con- 
tinent financially will be but little bet- 
ter off than war-scourged Europe. 

The strife in tax-ridden monarchies 
gives all political parties in the United 
States and all citizens an ideal oppor- 
tunity to do something of the most 
lasting benefit for their country. With- 
out further ado it should be made 
known to the world that the United 
States is going to be a safe and not a 
hazardous country in which to Invest 
money. 

How can this be done? The tnter- 
state commerce commission should be- 
gin by immediately reversing its own 
foolish decision on railroad rates. All 
American enterprise and business 
should be encouraged, so ‘that they 
could be certain in the future of hav- 
ing all the capital they require. 

But European investors. will leave 
their money mortgaged at home by 
this universal war, and they will have 
every inducement to buy their own 
government bonds. This inducement 
will amount almost to coercion, so that 


the United States need look for pre-' 


cious little capital from that quarter 
for a long time. 

Our own people will have to finance 
their own business. That being an in- 
disputed fact, the injudicious assaults 
upon business ought to stop. today. 
Every ounce of statesmanship in Wash- 
ington should, so far as concerns laws 
relating to business, be constructive in- 
stead of destructive. 

Laws should hereafter tend to insure 
capital of a decent living, just as arbi- 
tration boards and laws now insure la- 
bor a decent living. While the great 
war is helping to make America the 
safest place to invest the sayings of the 
world, our own lawmakers and admin- 
istrative bodies should do nothing to 


| counteract that beneficient result.

Belief in Notable Expansion 
of Foreign Trade Gen- 
eral, Says Dun. 


Dun's report says: 

Business is day by day adjusting it- 
self to a war basis of values, risks and 
demand. The process of readjustment 
to extraordinary conditions, however, 
ig necessarily slow, and merchants are 
obliged to exercise patience in deal- 
ing with new and difficult problems 
that arise. The result is extreme cau- 
tion, coupled, however, with a coura- 
geous view of the future. 

There is an underlyin conviction 
that out of thig crisis the United States 
isto attain a notable expansion in for- 
eign commerce, and there is a remark- 
able interest as regards the South 
American trade. The absence of an 
American merchant marine, with which 
to move foreign commerce, is now the 
chief obstacle in the way of the resu.o- 
ration of the emergency measures now 
being pushed by the government in 
co-operation with business men. The 
ship registry law is probably to be 
followed by legislation for government 
war risk insurance, and with these 
two measures and some necessary lib- 
eralization of the navigation laws, a 
notable beginning will be made in 
moving the foreign trade, and the 
whole financial and mercantile situa- 
tion will be improved. 

Cotton Conference. 

The cotton conference at Washington 
this week gives great promise of mak- 
ing it possible to take adequate care 
of the cotton crop. Wheat has experi- 
enced a violent advance, due chiefly 
to the fear of a prolonged war, but 
the wheat crop is so large as to give 
practical assurance that for this sea- 
son, at least, the supply is ample both 
for domestic and foreign demands. 

There is continued improvement in 
financial conditions in London; and the 
speedy organization of the federal re- 
serve banks is to give increased 
strength to the banking organization 
of the country. Domestic business is 
proceeding slowly on the basis of sup- 
plying daily needs. An encouraging 
sign is the fact that notwithstanding 
the prevailing conservatism as to the 
immediate situation, there are compar- 
atively few cancellations of orders. The 
railroads naturally are not buying 
heavily at a time when, with the stock 
exchanges closed, they have no ready 
market for their securities;.their earn- 
ings show decreases as compared with 
former years. For the three weeks of 
August United States roads in thelr 
reliminary statement of gross earn- 
loos report a loss of 4.6 per cent. The 
declining bank clearings disclose the 
smaller volume of trade, but these 
conditons are not the result of any 
fundamental weakness within. 

Progress in iron and steel is slow, 
but specifications are in good volume 
and few cancellations are reported. 

Retail Trade Quict. 

As a whole, retail trade is ulset. 
Further advances are reported on 
woolens and worsteds, and many lines 
of dress goods of a staple character 
have been withdrawn from the market 
pending further developments. In men’s 
wear, the largest factors handling 
staple serges have booked a very sat- 
isfactory business for spring. 

Unprecedented conditions exist in the 
footwear markets as a result of the 
war in Europe, and in many cases both 
jobbers and retailers are countermand- 
ing orders. On the other hand, some 
eastern producers derive benefit from 
the present situation, as various con- 
cerns are in receipt of army contracts. 
Little business has developed in spring 
lines and some large shoe manufac- 
tures have temporarily closed down. 
Trade has been good in leather, which 
continues strong. Transactions in dry 
hide hemlock sole are hampered to 
some extent by the paucity of supplies, 
but oak sole fn Boston has been more 
active than for a considerable time 
past. Canadian buyers have been op- 
erating quite freely and some footwear 
producers there, as well as a number 
of those in New England, are working 
on army contracts. Certain kinds of 
upper leather are moving freely and 
the general trend of values is upward, 
while western tanners have advanced 
calfskin another lic per foot.

The Wheat Market. 
The rapid advance in wheat carried 
prices to new high levels, ‘temporary 
reactions resulting mainly from profit- 


apparent that the crop 
back. Further sales for export were 
negotiated, and disappointing Canadian 
crop advices constituted another stim- 
ulating influence. Western receipts of 
9,639,000 bushels of wheat this week 
compared with 6,727,000 a year ago, 
while shipments from all ports of the 
United States, flour included, were 
5.782.259 bushels, against 5,798,200 in 
the earlier period. Corn followed the 
lead of the costlier cereal, additional 
strengh being tmparted by further 
claims of damage in the Missouri val- 
ley. Arrivals of corn at primary mar- 
kets this week of 6,387,000 bushels were 
larger than the 2,886,000 received last 
year, and Atlantic coast exports were 
60,000 bushels, against 53,000 in 1913. 
At the conference held in Washington 
on the cotton situation a committee 
was appointed to make suggestions and 
prepare a report, and it was made plain 
that the government will render as- 
sistance in restoring more normal con- 
ditions.

Plan for Marketing Cotton 
Necessary, Says Brad- 
street.

Bradstreet’s report says : 

Trade is very irregular, Verging, in 
fact, tqgward marked unsettlement in 
some sections, the south, for instance, 
and although parts of the west and 
northwest continue to report activity, 
the general trend is toward conserva- 
tism. In a word the disposition is to 
gauge purchases to immediate require- 
ments, for which prompt shipments 
are requested, and to disregard 
probable future wants. 

Southern reports ure very poor, ow- 
ing to uncertainty about methods for 
financing the cotton ey and their de- 
velopment.is reflected in the trend of 
affairs at-leading southwestern mar- 
kets, where some cancellations of or- 
ders have been rgceived. But if a 
feasible plan for marketing cotton is 
developed prompt resumption of busi- 
ness activity is anticipated. 

At the same time, the south ts bear- 
ing additional burdens through the in- 
ert condition of the lumber and naval 
stores industries. Collections, except 
at a very few points, are very slow, 
inability to get funds save at high 
rates, restricts development in general, 
curtailment in import and export trade, 
because of the disrupted state of Eu- 
rope, maké for increased idleness, for- 
eign exchange markets continue un- 
settled, the situation as to. commodity 
prices engenders uncertainty and bank 
clearings are descending, though cen- 
ters outside of New York exhibit a 
— ain over this week in 1912. 

n the other hand, ¢«rop reports are 
more favorable, particalarly as regards 
cotton, tobacco and corn, wheat ex- 
ports. spurred by foreign necessity, are 
of enormous volume, close to the rec- 
ord, indeed: necessary foodstuffs, such 
as flour, groceries and allied lines are 
in active demand, shipping to English 
and neutral ports is not so unsettled, 
inquiries from foreign countries and 
from our Pacific coast for steel are 
numerous, the railways are doing more 
and the number of idle cars is decreas- 
ing, fodder crops have been improved 
by recent rains, fall plowing is under 
way, and a large area is likely to be 
planted to winter wheat. Speculation 
in wheat looms large, and public par- 
ticipation is said to be responsible for 
much of it, although the exigent wants 
of Europe as well as the fact that farm- 
ers are withholding supplies from mar 
ket, provide legitimate reasons for 
high prices. However, the fluctuating 
character of the market for wheat tends 
to render flour millers chary about 
booking large orders deliverable in tha 
future for the milled product. 


Iron and Steel Review. 


New York, August 2?0—Business in 
rolled steel products was seriously con- 
tracted last week. This refers to do- 
mestic as well as to export. trade. 
Prominence was again given to the 
prospect for foreign business itn semd 
and fully finished steel, because inquli- 
ries came through unusual channels 
and seem to emanate from new sources. 
Such inquiries amounted to about 100,- 
000 tons, but aside from 5,000 to 10,- 
000 tonsa of semi-finished steel for Eng- 
land and 14,900 tons of rails for South 
America, actual business was light. 

Domestic producers who have sold 
machinery, automobiles and other high- 
ly manufactured goods to Europe have 
had many orders cancelled or ship- 
ments suspended In turn, such manu- 
facturers are scrutinizing steel deliv- 
eries with unusual severity. Had not 
prices for rolled steel advanced sharp- 
ly cancellations of contracts wouid 
have caused serious loss to the mills. 
As it is, new buying was light on do- 
mestic account, resulting in some de- 
crease in mill operations and less out- 
put of steel ingots by the steel cor- 
poration Semi-finished steel was ad- 
vanced $1 per ton. 

Rallroad contracts for equipment 
were insignificant and steel building 
orders called for l@ss than 7,000 tons 
of structural shapes. The principal 
contract was 2,500 tons for a power 
house at Detroit. One encoura~inge 
feature was the prospect for bridge 
work, the Baltimore and Ohio asking 
for tenders on about 12,900 tons and 
the Pennsylvania takine bids on 4,000 
tons for a bridge over the Allegheny 
river. Inquiries were put out for a 
highway bridge over the Hudson river 
at Troy. and tenders.asked on the con- 
struction of a section of New York’s 
new subway, calling for 3,000 tons of 
steel.

ONE HUNDRED SHIPS 
ARE UNDER OUR FLAG 


(From The New York World.) 

One hundred ships of about 500,000 
tons gross register have already come 
under the American flag. They are all 
ships of foreign build, but they are 
now and for a lonmg@e time have been 
owned exclusively by Americans. By 
reason of our barbaric navigation laws 
they have until now carried British, 
German and Italian flags. 

Trese ships are the property of the 
Jil company, the United Fruit 
and the United States steel 
corporation. War in Europe, the high 
rates of insurance on belligerent com- 
merce and the recent enactment at 
Washington permitting Americans to 
gain a United States registry for ships 
built or purchased abroad are the rea- 
sons why these strictly American cor- 
porations now transfer their shipping. 

While this is a gratifying response 
to extsting conditions, it is relatively 
importance, and it has no 
upon the main problem af- 
fecting our merchant marine, which in- 
volves the purchase by Americans of 
foreign ships and their use under our 
laws and our flag. A law which en- 
courages those who already possess 
foreign-built ships to use the flag of 
their own country certainly ought to 
stimulate other citizens to buy shi»ds 
and put them into our service. 

The aggregate shipping of the world 
is 47,000,000 tons. The number of ships 
is about 31,000. Over 90 per cent of 
our deep sea commerce has been trans- 
acted under foreign flags. As against 
these figures, these accessions to Amer- 
ican registry seem insignificant, but 
they are noteworthy as an inspiration 
to others who as yet own no ships of 
any kind and do not care to own them 


' unless they can have a subsidy.

IN PARK IDENTIFIED

plausible one to account for the body's 
presence in this particular spot, prac- 
tically without clothing. Although de- 
tectives and reportere scoured the ter- 
ritory for 6500 yards around the spot 
where the discovery was made, no 
clews could be foundeto indicate that 
the body had been carried to the lake 
ravine, as was at first believed by the 
detectives. 

No clothes or articles belonging to 
the victim could be found, no evidence 
that the body had been pitched from 


i either of the many embankments aris- 


ing above the sewer outlet. Neither 
were there any indications that the 
body had been carried in any manner 
to the scene. 

To be sure, it is readily conceded that 
any traces of the body having been car- 
ried to and thrown over the embank- 
ment down Into the ravine would, in 
all probability, have been obliterated 
by the heavy rains which have oc- 
curred since the time of the girl's 
death. But the most convincing cir- 
cumstance leading the detectives to 
believe that she was 
the Butler street sewer, rather than 
murdered in the Piedmont park ravine, 
or murdered elsewhere and afterwards

No logical line of reasoning leads the 
detectives to believe that the clothing 
was removed from the girl’s body in 
the ravine at the park. And while 
there are innumerable shreds of nonde- 
script wearing apparel in all stages of 
decay clinging to the debris in the bed 
of the open sewer, a thorough investi- 
gation on the part of The Constitution 
failed to revealany traceof a garment 
which could belong to the dead woman. 


Other Hosiery Found. 


For instance, Constitution investiga- 
tors felt certain that they had evidence 
of the woman’s body having been 
stripped of its clothing at the scene 
of its discovery when they found a 
water-sogged silk stocking some twen- 
ty feet from the body. But a further 
search discovered two more stockings 
within a radius of 100 feet of the body, 
no two of the three stockings being 
mates. 

There was found, however, evidence 
of tremendous overflow along the 
banks of the stream, ten feet in depth, 
or more. This depth was attained dur- 
ing the heavy rains two weeks ago, 
when Atlanta endured its most ex- 
cessive rainfall. This overflow, it was 
estimated, woukd have been sufficient 
to toss the body all the way from the 
sewer opening to the spot at which it 
lay when discovered by Flagman For- 
rest Hope. 

The body lay in an open spot, plain 
to the view of all passing along the 
railroad tracks wbhove. The detectives 
argue that it stands to reason that if 
it had been in the spot for many days 
prior to its discovery someone would 
have caught signt of it long beforé it 
was found. And not only on this do 
they base their sewer theory, but on 
the preserved condition of the arms 
and lower torso. 

The lower limbs and forearms had 
been immersed in water for the most 
part since death. This accounted for 
their state of preservation in compari- 
son to the upper torso. When the
